The fact th at no w ater was found 
in his lungs proved th a t he had not j 
drowned. 
The further fact th a t the 
wire, to which the w eight w as fas­ 
tened, was knotted around Cum ber­ 
land’s neck at the back instead of 
w ithin easier reach of his own hands, 
led the authorities to suspect th at 
other hands had placed it there. 
T his suspicion clung in spite of 
the fact th at on the day before the 
body was found, Mr. and Mrs. K ratz 
received a com m unication, purport­ 
in g to be a “suicide note” from Cum ­ 
berland telling them not to search

The handw riting was 
apparently genuine but certain as­

The development of cotton fabrics 
is one of the romances of modern 
times.
